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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the reference of 
Chen et al. (US 5,661 ,083) does not teaches "nodules" is not persuasive since the reference of Chen discloses steps corresponding to 
applicant's claimed step of "(a) providing a chemically reactive, first agent which will react with a first metal element of the metal-containing 
ARC layer to produce a volatile byproduct,; and (b) subjecting the residue nodules to a plasma including said chemically reactive, first 
agent", then the formation of nodules (including the first agent being sufficiently small in size to operatively enter reaction zones of the 
base anchor portions of at least some of the residue nodules so as to react with the first metal element, if any, in the respective base 
anchor portions) would inherently result. Applicants have not shown a difference in steps between applicants claimed invention and the 
disclosure of Chen that would not produce such nodules.. 
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
